Ehrenberg, a distinguished naturalist of 
sia, whose researches in Entomology are the 
allel of those of Newton and La Place A 
tronomy, estimates that there are five hundred 
millions of living animatcule ina single drop of 
putrid water, and yet there be left space sufficient 
for them freely to sport and gambol. Leuwen- 
hok, another naturalist, calculates that a thou- 
sand millions of them would not make a mass so 
targe as a single grain of sand. They also prove 
that these little animals possess an admirable or- 
yunization, with limbs, eves, mouth throat, stom- 
ach, visera, viens, muscles, nerves, &c.; how in- 
conceivably minute. Besides this, there is evi- 
dence given, in the various movements of ‘these 
animalculw, that they are carnivorous, many of 
them, and feed’ upon others smaller than them- 
selves, so minute as to be unperceived, though 
brought into the focus of the most powerful mi- 
croscopes. The mind stops, astonished, in won- 
der at the boundless minuteness. of the works of 


ery though aided by the most perfect of instru- 
ments. 
If, in the opposite direction, we turn our at- 


| tention to the greatness of the Universe. we find 


that the first .of astronomical observers, Lord 
Ross, tells us that with his powerful telescope, 
stars are to be seen at a distance from the earth 
so great that light, which passes with a rapidity 
equal to 192,000 miles in a seqond, or ewht times 
the circumference of the earth, yet requires the 
immense period of four millions of years to come 
from them to this world. Scattered through 
this vast region of space, and extending.we know 
not how far bevond tewards the infivite, are the 
stars appearing in numbers absolutely innumera- 
bte, the calculation of them already amounting 
to over a hundred million. and constantly increas- 
ing with the increased power of the telescopes 
with which they are viewed. Moreover, each of 
these stars is evidently the centre of a vast sys 
tem of revolving worids, planets, moons and oth- 
er bodies, teeming with myriads of animals and 
other living creatures. So immense is our sup, 
-a star amoung the rest, that were the earth placed 
At its centre, the solid mass of the sun would ex- 
tend on all sides to nearly twice the distance 
from the earth to the moon. When we reflect 
upon the heavens dotted with millions and mill-. 
ions of such suns, and systems of worlds, separa- 
ted at such vast distances, the truth presses upon 
the mind with an overwhelming sense of the ex- 
tent and grandeur of the Creators works. But 
when we consider that al] this is merely weak 
man’s finite perception of only some of the works 
of the infinite God, with infinite space in which 
to act, it is evident that this, in comparison with — 
the whole created Universe, may be but as the 
thousandth part of aiine in extent compared 
with all this distance of perceivable stars. Tru- 
iy, we seem placed between two inijaities, as weil 
as between two eternities, in the works of the 
Creator; below us is the infinitely minate, above 
aus, the infinitely great.
